Highway Commission 
reports more than 8,050 miles of 
highways paved since Mississippi 
launched its first big road program 
in 1936, with.almost 100 miles of 
this four-laned. There are 8,250 
miles of highways on the state 
system. 


The Commission said good pro- 
gress is being made on the new 
Interstate System, the 41,000-mile 
network of superhighways which 
Congress authorized in 1936, 
Mississippi, with 675 miles and 
four highways on this system, has 
launched construction on 253 miles 
with engineering or right of way 
acquisition on another 75 miles. 
Of the 253 miles under construc- 
tion, 111 miles are being paved, 
with the remainder being under 
contract for grading and drain-

Increased traffic, coupled with 
a growing dependence by Missis- 
sippians on highway travel, sum 
up several factors which the 
Commission lists as basic in the 
need for more highways. 


“Automobile registration has 
more than doubled since Worid 
War II,” the Commission said. 
“Industrial growth demands better 
highways for transportation of 
raw products and manufactured 
goods. Good highways become 
essential to the industrial worker, 
and diversification of Mississippi 
agriculture has also brought great- 
er reliance by the farmer on high- 
ways.” y : 


Under the impact of present. 
day traffic, many of tħe state’s 
older highways are wearing out, 
the Commission pointed out. Many 
miles of the secondary system are 
still unpaved, and with present 
revenues there is little prospect 
for their completion in the fore- 
secabie future. Urban congestion 
demands the construction of mod- 
ern highways through these areas, 


The 1960 session of the Legis- 
lature appointed a study commit- 
tee to analyze Mississippi’s high- 
way needs, and this committee 
has engaged the services of the 
Automotive Safety Foundation, one 
of the nation’s foremost highway 
authorities, to make the study. 
The Foundation is now making 
this study on all highways and 
streets of Mississippi—about 60, 
000 miles of state and count 
roads and city streets. A report 
is secheduled late this year.
